HATEVER the new Russo- 

Polish trade agreement may 
mean to the economic relations 
of these countries, it is still 
‘more important for its political 
meaning. For its political 
aspects interest all Europe in a 
way that even a potential thirtv- 
fold increase in trade between 
Russia and Poland does not. 

Poland's geographical position 
in Europe makes that country a 
political. barometer. Long be- 
fore the handwriting on the wall 
spelled “Munich,” Poland had 
signed 2 non-aggression pact 
with Germany, thus becoming 
the first country to retire from 
that ring with which France 
encircled the Reich after the 
World War. ; 

Not that with Poland's with- 
drawal the end of French hege- 
mony in Europe becaine inevit- 
able. That rested rather “on 
French. and. British policy than 
on the policies of the smaller 
states. Yet Poland, as -one of 
these smaller states which must 
‘constantly and quickly adjust 
themselves to change, must it- 
tempt to forecust the political 
weather, Quick to seize the 
opportunity created by German 
pressure on Czecho-Slovakia. Po- 
land got its slice of territory at 
Czech expense, seeming thus to 
side with Germany at a erucial 
moment. _ 

Poland knew which way the 
wind was blowing then. War- 
saw's recent protest to Prague 
against an alleged movement in 
Czecho-Slovakin to stir up 
Ukrainian national feeling in- 
dicatea that Polind knows only 
too well which way the wind is 
blowing now, and who is blow- 
ing it. The dream of a 
Ukrainian republic is a German 
as well as a Ukrainian dream. 
By the building of such a ‘slate, 
the Third Reich could dominate 
a rich region, and it has been 
clear that through this method 
Germany’s leaders might best 
make inroads inlo the Russian 
Ukraine. But millions of 
Ukrainians live in Poland, and a 
threat to Russia in this case be- 
comes a threat to Poland, as 
well as to other states where 
large Ukrainian minorities exist. 

Not altogether for the same 
reason, but in the same direction 
ag the Russo-Polish agreement, 
was the recent appointment of 
the pro-French Grigore Gafencu 
as Foreign Minister of Rumania. 
Apparently without French en- 
courngement, members of the 
ring that once circled Germany 
tend to reach out for one an- 
other’s hands, not to support 
another great power’s aims this 
time, but to protect their own 
interests. _

Military operations are still In 
progress s info the actual 
conditions of t and interests 
of third Powers bave not been com- 
pleted and temporary measures are 
in force ‘in many cases to meet the 
requirements of military purposes, 

It Js the Government's pollcy, how- 
ever, to restore us soon as possible 
these conditions in Chinn to normal 
und bring home to forcipners Japan's 
true Intentions which by no means 
aim at expulsion of foreigners from 
the Orient, Mr, Arita continucd, 

In order to attain the abov 
tloned purpose it is ne 
terminate military operations quick- 
ly. As a matter of fact, however, 
third Powers are extending — assis- 
fance to the Chiang Kal-shek gov- 
ernment and serve to prolong the 
military operations. The result runs 
contrary to’ thelr ultimate purpose. 


Soviet Dispute 


* Baron Yoshio Sakatanl (Koseilcai), 
directing n query at the Soviet- 
Japanese fishery dispute, pointed out 
that the Soviet Union was refusing 
fo simn the flshery conveutlon ap- 
parently because of the non-payment 
of about Yen $,000,000 for the transfer 
of the North Manchurla Railway and 
Japan's participation in the antl- 
Comintern pict, 

Declaring that Japan hos sacrificed 
several hundred million yen for the 
conclusion of the fishery treaty, Baron 
Sakatani asked the Government whe- 
ther it has ony policy for a complete 
settlement of the problem on this 
oceaslon. 

Me then queried os to what Ikind 
of form the rejuvenated China will! 
take, because, he pointed out, It not 
only {ts a problem of the Chinese but 
ulso has Important = relations with 
Japan, ~The: Government is talking 
of a “sacred campaign", pledging 
that no territory nor indemnity would 
be demanded, the !nterpellator re- 
minded, adding, “If so, will the 
Government care at all for the 
sacrifices made by Japan in man- 
power and financial resources?" 

Replying Viscount Koneye sald 
that long-term construction naturally 
would come after the overthrow of 
the antl-Japanese administration, 
But it would be too late to serve the 
purpose if construction was to start 
after the complete destruction of the 
hostile regime. That is why the 
construction Is being conducted In 
parallel to the operations to destroy 
the antl-Japanese regime. 


New Government 


Although’ it is impossible to predict 
precisely at the present moment. 
Baron Hiranumn said that it sgencral- 
ly looked lke that local regimes 
would come into existence first and 
Rradually develop into n Central 
Government. He stressed the neces-

Canton Refugee Committed

nearby, and began speaking to him, 
Chung looked at witness and dropped 
a paper packet to the ground. Wit- 
ness osked what it was, and Chung 
sald it contalned banknotes. Asked 
[Sey he had thrown them away, 
;Chung replied that he knew them 
to be forgeries. Witness then took 
the defendant to find Lau Chi, n 
Chinese detective, to whom: he re- 
ported what had happened. 

Lau Chi: sald that after cautioning 
the defendant, he asked him where 
he had got the notes, and Chung In- 
formed him that they were obtained 
in the course of his business in ‘Can- 
ton. . Defendant -nlso told witness 
that he knew the notes were. for= 
neries, and claimed them as his pro- 
perty, Chung further informed wilt- 
ness that he had a friend named Lam 
who was golng to introduce him to 
a purehaser of the banitnotes. 

Chany, making a statement from 
the Dock, said he did not know the 
faws of Hongkong, and that he was 
a refugee from Canton.

It was not 
surpriaing (hat it was fretful, making 
desperate clforts to scratch, and the 
poor mother looked worn out with Iack

8ho had been unablo to nurse her 
Nttic son herself and, without asking o 
‘doctor's advice, had. put him on o dict 
over-rich in starch and sugar, This 
was now changed for no lactic acid feed- 
Ing, the special food being sold at the 
clinic at cost price, 


Right Food 


Next she was told not to waah baby 
with soap and water until the rash had 
cleared, Instead, Uic skin was to be 
clennsed with zine and castor ol! olnt- 
ment mode down to a thin cream, . 

Wherever possible the parts were to 
be kept covered with gauze dressings, 
and this rule is particulnrly important 
where two surfaces of skin rub against 
ench other, as nt the clbow joints, or 
behind the knees, 

Fortunately wasting nmong babies fa 
becoming fnirly uncommon though St

TI knew one baby who was halt- 
starved for weeks simply because tt was 
not strong cnough to suck nt a hard 
tent In which the hole was too small. 
Quite often the trouble Mea in the 
opposite direction and baby !s being 
over-fed. . 

Several such cases were examined by 
our doctor, Most of the babies had a 
dirty tongue, a greyish Unge of the rkin: 
and Mabby muscles and thelr tempera: 
tures were htly above normal. 

In cach cise the treatment suggested 
yarled a Nttle, though nll included o 
readjustment of the method of feeding.

of the board is to buy 
electricity from large producers 
and sell it to the distributors, 
3y the performance of this duty 
it has increased the consumption 
of electricily in Great Britain 
from 7,000,000,000 units in 1926 
to more than  23,000,000,000 
units this year, and redrawn the 
industrial map-of england. 


It is undoubtedly duc mainly 
to the provision of ample and 
cheaper electricity supply that 
industry. has been maving south, 
and that great manufacturing 
centres have been ‘ereated in such 
places as Slough and elsewhere 
in the southern counties. 


The number of generating sta- 
tions has been reduced from 480 
in 1926 to approximately 150 to- 
iday, of which 15, working’ day 
{and night, supply. over half the 
‘electricity used throughout the 
‘country, . 

Mi:iny of them are familiar ob- 
jects, standing in the eyes of be- 
holders as the great embodiments 
of modern power. The most 
mighty of them is at Dartford, 
truly oo super-station, the 
grentest generating centre in 
the world;. but there are others 
in the West of Scotland and in 
Wales where electricity is being 
produced -by hydraulic power, 
und in this direction extensive 


{developments are being planned. 


From the Highlands 


ig is fascinating to 
realise that at this mo- 
ment the electricity used in Lon- 
don mny be, in part, produced by 
the swift torrent of a Highland 
stream.

WHATEVER the new Ruyso-. 
" Polish trade agreement may 
mean to the economic relations 
of these countrics, it is still 
more important for its political 
meaning, For its political 
aspects interest all Europe in a 
way that even a potential thirty- 
fold increase in trade between 
Ruagia and Poland does not. 

Poland’s geographical position 
in Europe makes that country a 
political barometer. - Long be- 
fore the handwriting on the wall 
spelled’ “Munich,” Poland had 
signed a non-ageression pact 
with Germany, thus becoming 
the first country to retire from 
that ring with which France 
encircled the Reich after the 
World War. 

Not that with Poland's with- 
drawal. the end of French hege- 
mony in Europe became inevit- 
able. That rested rather on 
French and British policy than 
on the policies of the smaller 
states. Yet Poland, as one of 
these smaller states which must 
constantly and quickly adjust 
themselves to change, must at- 
tempt to forecast the political 
weather. Quick to seize the 
opportunity created by German 
pressure on Czecho-Slovakia, Po- 
land got its slice of territory at 
Czech .expense, seeming thus to 
side with Germany at a crucial 
moment. 

Poland knew which way the 
wind was blowing then. War- 
saw’s recent protest to Prague 
-against an alleged movement in 
Czecho-Slovakia to stir up 
Ukrainian‘ national feeling  in- 
dicates that Poland knows only 
too well which way the wind is 
blowing now, and who is blow- 
ing it. The dream of a 
Ukrainian republic is a German 
ag well as a Ukrainian dream. 
By the building of such a state, 
the Third Reich could domjnate 
a rich region, and it has been 
clear. that through this method 
Germany’s leaders might best 
make inroads into the Russian 
Ukraine.

It Js the Government's policy, how~- 
ever, to restore as soon us possible 
these conditions in China to nonnal 
and bring home to foreigners Japan's

nim at cxpulsion of foreigners from 
the Orient, Mr, Arita continued. 

In order to attain the above-men- 
tioned purpose, It Is necessiry to 
terminate military operations quick- 
ly. As a matter of fact, however, 
third Powers are extending — nscla- 
tance to the Chiang Kal-shek ffov- 
ernment and serve to prolong the 
military operations, The result: runs 
contrary to their ultimate purpose., 


Sovict Disputo 


Baron Yoshio Sakatani (Iosellcal), 
directing a query at the Sovict- 
Japanese fishery dispute, pointed out 
that the Soviet Union was refusing 
to sign the fishery conveution nap- 
parently because of the non-payment 
of about Yen 5,000,000 for the transfer 
of the North Manchuria Railway and 
Jopan’s participation in the antl- 
Comintern pact. ; 

Declaring that Japan has sacrificed 
several hundred million yen for the 
conclusion of the fishery treaty, Baron 
Sakatanl asked the Government whe- 
ther it-has any policy for a complcte 
settlement of the problem on this 
occasion. 

He then queried as to what kind 
of’ form the rejuvenoted China will 
take, because, he polnted out, it not 
only isa problem of the Chinese but 
also has important -relations with 
Japan. The Government js talicimes 
of a “sacred campaign”, pledging 
that no territory nor indemnity would 
be demanded, the Interpellator re- 
minded, adding, “If so, will the 
Government care at all for the 
sacrifices made by Japan in man- 
power und finnnelal resources?”

The Foreign Minister, Gen. Arita, 
said that Japan's fishery rights have 
been provided by the Portsmouth 
Treaty and that Jopan could never 
tolerate any obstacle in the way of 
thelr operation. He expressed the 
bellef that the Soviet Unlon would 
eventually agree to Jnpan's equitable 
requests.

Mitsaumasa Yonai, clicited’ cheers 
from the floor when he said, “Gentle- 
men, please rest at case nx to the 
present and future of Jdpan's national 
defence.”

Combating Wrinkles and Flabbiness 


To combat neck wrinkles there are 
two things you can do. You can use 
a facepack on it. Use It as directed 
by the particular make you favour. 
The other thing to do is exercises. 
These strengthen the muscles and 
prevent flabbiness. First, there Is 
the popular exercise of rotating the 
head. Drop it first on your chest, 
then turn it to the left, back, right. 
front agaln, and so on. Another good 
one is to clasp the hands tightly be- 
hind the back and to pull the shoulder 
down hard. Then stretch the neck 
up as much os thing which every 
woman should covet, oa belng more 
graceful than o short one. 


Another good’ everctse for the 
neck Is to stretch it up ‘well, then 
slap It lightly but briskly all round 
with the fingers, ‘ 


Further, the neck needs feeding. 
Asa matter of fact, the neck Is more 
vorncious than the face in thls 
respect.

It 
is because it ls starved. The neck 
should be regularly fed clther with o 
good feeding cream, or olive 
oll..

Bilious Attacks 


These little patients are unable to 
cope with much {at, and any excess is 
followed by vomiting, the attack often 
belng accompanied by o sharp rise in 
temperature and signs of distress. 

Acidosis should not be regarded as a 
complaint “on its own,” but as a 
symptom of other troubles such as 
early rheumatism or diseased tonsils; 
it often clears up rapidly once these 
conditions have been treated. 

‘The sudden “ billous attacks” from 
which many highly-strung children 
suffer can usually be traced to C.r™: 
cal changes in the system which a 
when any mental disturbance occurs, 
perhaps through excitement in anticl- 
pation of a trent. 

Buch children need a falrly fat-free 
dict for a few months followed by the 
very gradual reintroduction of fats 
later; they also need plenty of sugar— 
chtefly in the form of glucose—to make 
up the glycogen stores in the liver. 


Teéthing Trouble 


Infantile eczema Is a troublesome 


complaint fairly common during 
early tecthing. 

The child was disfigured by a rash 
over face, arms and buttocks which had 
also spread over the head. It was not 
surprising that it was {retful, making 
desperate efforts to scratch, and tho 
poor mother looked worn out with lack 
of sleep.

Right Food 


Next shn was told not to wash baby 
with soap and water until the rash had 
cleared. Instead, the skin was to bo 
eleanscd with zinc and castor oll olnt- 
ment mods down to a thin cream, 

Wherever possible the parts were to 
bo kept covered with gauze dressings, 
and this rule is particularly Important 
where two surfaccs of skin rub against 
ench other, as at the clbow joints, or 
behind the knees.

Spanish Situation 
Threatens Split’ 
In Comintern 


MOSCOW, Jan. 23. 
PuE situation in Loyalist 
Spain is causing great 
uneasiness in Moscow poli- 
tical circles, it is reported. 

It is contended that a three 
hour conference, with M. Josef 
Stalin in the chair, took place at 
the Kremlin on Saturday, in the 
course of which M. Dimitrov pro- 
tested on behalf of the Comin- 
tern against the passive policy 
of the Soviet Government. 

M. Dimitrov urged the immediate 
despatch of Sovict ships to Loyalist 
Spain with war materials and officers 
of the Red Army. 

He emphasised that the Sovict 
Government could not contemplate 
developments in Loyalist Spain with 
equanimity, since the defeat of the 
Loyalists would mean an effective 
defeat of the Communist movement in 
the whole world, 

Tt is further stated that deputations 
of Communist yarties in France, 
Britain and the United States-have 
arrived in Moscow to present. a 
similar demand for active interven- 
tion by the Soviet Government in 
favour of the Loyalists. These de- 
putations were received by M. Stalin 
jon Saturday, but the Soviet dictator 
informed them that the demand could 
not be granted owing to the position 
in the Mediterrancan. 

The deputations are reported to 
have declared in reply, that’ defeat 
of, the Spanish Loyalists would 
compel Communist parties In thelr 
Tespective countries, to abandon the 
Comintern as a sign of protest, and 
fo recognise Trotsky as their leader, 
instend of Stalln.—Trans-Ocean.

INTRODUCED IN EMBASSY. - 


The case for the Crown js) that 
James Willing, who carried on busi-+ 
ness in Southamptonestreet, West- 
minster, under the trade name of 
Metals, wos the ron of Frederick 
Willing. . 

About the beginning, of 1938, James 
Willing met Lagitte In London’ ond 
told him be Isnew Shu, who he des- 
cribed as on important oficial at the 
Chinese Embassy. 

In the middle of January, sald Mr, 
Clayton, James Willing tools Luffitte 
to the Chinese Embassy jn Portland- 
place and introduced Shu to him in 
the hall of the Embassy. Shu said he 
had purchased war material from 
Woolwich Arsenal, Some was for 
use in China, but he wanted to dis- 
pose of the rest. He said it was in 
the Arsenal, and asked LaMitte whe- 
ther he wished fo buy it Lafitte 
said he would bear the matter in 
mind. 

On Feb, ‘14 LaMittee telephoned 
James Willing. from Paris, und asked 
him to make 2 proposal regarding the 
purchase of 50 machine-guns and 
500,000 cartridges. 

The price was to be £2,000 pre- 
mlum and £9,000 odd for the actual

On Feb, 25 Laffitte ngain saw the 
Willings at Southampton-street. 

Two order forms were mude out 
for a total of 50 guns and 500,000 
cirtridges, und the price on these 
order forms was £9,250.

CHEQUES STOPPED 


Lamtte ‘became suspicious about 
the documents and told James Will- 
Ing so. Lafitte said he would not 
pay untif he had seen the goods at 
Marseilles. 


When Portal, Lafitte’s sceretary, 
yot to the docks he saw that two or 
three cases were broken open. Somv 
cases apparently contained masonry, 
stones, motor purts und old tyres.

A day or two before the cases were 
delivered Corrigan jfot in touch with) 
a Mr.. Mylosk!, and asked him to 
tender for making 550 boxes. 
Myloski was paid £350. 

Corrigan told Mytosiki tu load up 
the boxes with old motor-tyres. As 
suMclent of these could not be ob- 
tained, pieces of masonry, taken from 
a church in the district which was 
being pulled down, were put into the 
boxes to full up.—Reuter and Special.

Accordingly, in 1926, Parlia- 
ment passed the Electricity 
Supply Act establishing the Cen- 
tral Electricity Board with 
power to organise the supply on 
a national basis, and this board 
has now created the complete 
grid system. 


Brought Trade South 


LEGALLY, the function 
of the board is to buy 
electricity from large producers 
and sell it to the distributors, 
By the performance of this duty 
it has increased the consumption 
of electricity in Great Britain 
from 7,000,000,000 units in 1926 
to. more than 23,000,000,000 
units this year,.and redrawn the 
industrial map of England. 

It is undoubtedly due “mainly 
to the provision of ample and 
cheaper electricity supply that 
industry has been moving south, 
land that great’ manufacturing 
‘eontres have been created in such 
places as Slough and elsewhere 
in the southern counties. 

The number of generating sta- 
tions has been reduced from 480 
in 1926 to approximately 160 to- 
day, of which 16, working day 
and night, supply over half the 
electricity used throughout the 
country, 

Many of them are familiar ob- 
jects, standing in the eyes of be- 
holders as the great embodiments 
of modern power. The most 
mighty of them is at Dartford, 
truly a guper-slation, the 
greatest generating centre in 
the world; but there are others 
in the West of Scotland and in 
Wales where electricity is beinz 
vroduced by hydraulic power, 
and In this direction extensive 
developments are being planned.

Poland and 


WHATEVER the new Russo- 
Polish trade agreement may 
mean to the economic relations 
of these countries, it is still 
more important for its political 
meaning. For its political 
agpects interest all Europe in a 
way that even a potential thirty- 
fold increase in trade between 
Russia and Poland does not. 

Poland’s geographical position 
in Europe makes that country a 
political barometer. Long be- 
fore the handwriting on the wall! 
spelled “Munich,” Poland had 
signed a non-aggression pact 
with Germany, thus becoming 
the first country to retlre from 
that ring with which. France 
encircled the Reich after the 
World War. 

Not that with Poland's with- 
drawal the end of French hege- 
mony in Europe became inevit- 
able. That rested rather on 
French and British policy than 
on the policies of the smaller 
states. Yet Poland, as one of 
these smaller states which must 
constantly and quickly adjust 
themselves to change, must at- 
tempt to forecast the political 
weather. Quick to seize the 
opportunity created by German 
pressure on Czecho-Slovakia. Po- 
land got its slice of territory at 
Czech expense, seeming thus to 
side with Germany at a crucial’ 
moment, . 

Poland knew which way. the 
wind was blowing then. War- 
saw’s recent protest. to Prague 
against an alleged movement in 
Czecho-Slovakia to stir up 
Ukrainian national feeling: in- 
dicates that Poland knows only 
too well which way the wind is 
blowing now, and who is blow- 
ing it. The dream of a 
Ukrainian republic is a German 
as well as a Ukrainian dream. 
By the building of such a state, 
the Third Reich could dominate 
a rich region, and it has been 
clear that through this method 
Germany’s leaders might best 
make inroads into the Russian 
Ukraine. But millions of 
Ukrainians live in Poland, and a 
threat to Russia in this case be- 
comes a threat to Poland, as 
well as to other states where 
large Ukrainian minorities exist. 

Not altogether for the same 
reason, but in the same direction 
ag the Russo-Polish agreement, 
was tho recent appointment of 
the pro-French Grigore Gafencu 
as Forcign Minister of Rumania, 
Apparently without French en- 
courngement, members of the 
ring that onco cireled Germany 
tend to reach out for one an- 
other’s hands, not to support 
another great power’s aims this 
time, but to protect their own 
interests. ey eee

THE HORSE? 


FORSES originally came from 
Mongolia, where they still 
run wild. The Chinese were 
the first to learn how to ride 
thom, 2,600 years before Christ. 
Till then man only used horses to 
eat and to clothe himscif. Horse- 
flesh did not cease to be a_ slaple 
diet in Europe till the Church for- 
bade Christians to eat it in 1300. 


The last thing ubout the horse that 
man ever discovered was the way to 
harness it for trunsport and agricul- 
(ure. The Bible never mentions o 
horre except in war and even the 
Romans did not learn, Jn oll the 
1,000 years of their history, how to 
harness horses properly. 


They tied thelr teams direct to the 
shaft, without a collar, so the harness 
preased ngainst the wind-pipe and 
atopped them pulling their weight. 
As for horseshoes they came in long 
after the fall of Rome, In Clansic 
times armies in tho ficld used to walt 
for days till their’ horses’ ‘ hooves 
had mended. 

For many - centurlos horses were 
reclous in war to be used much 


for labour. The Spanish conqucrors 
of America admit that they could 
never fave captured that continent 
where every horse Is descended 
from the seven they left behind 
them In 1535 “but for God and our 
horses.” The native Mexicans who 
had never scen a horse imagined the 
rider and his mount were one 
monster und the discharge of artti- 
lery was Its voice, 


Until the reign of James 1, who 
first brought horses over from the 
East to Improve the Britlsh stock, no 
Englishman was allowed to sejl a 
horse to a forcigner or n Scotsman.

The length of the shelter shown in 
this design is the minimum required 
1o accommodate 6 persons when sit- 
ting close together. With the gas 
curtain and trap closed, the alr in 
the trench muy become oppressive 
after some time, and it may be-neces- 
sary to open the entrance und admit 
air, after the occupants have put on 
thelr respirators. If the trench 
extended to provide a iength of 2’ 
per person in the shelter, the six 
occupants should be able to remuln 
therein, with the gas curtain and trap 
closed, for a period of 3 hours. 

It is important to provide drains 
to prevent surface water from 
running into the trench. 7 

If, when digiting the trench, water 
is.found before the depth of 6 ft. fs 
reathed, work should be stopped 
above the water Ievel and the extra 
helght required should be obtained by 
banking up carth above ground level, 

In some foose solls it may be found 
that the sides begin to fall in before 
the full depth is reached, and in thls 
case it will be necessary to use some 
of the revetting material as tempor- 
ary supports to the sides whilst the 
full depth is being dug. 


SIMPLE DESIGN 


The design of the shelter is so 
simple thut it should be possible’ for 
most persons to construct it  them- 
selves, nnd it may be practicable to 
use other miterlals which the house- 
holder may happen to possess. 

If clrcumstances do not allow of the 
trench being completed as shown fn 
figures 1 to 3, It can be brought Inte 
use ns a means of refuge from blnost,

“Mr. She suggested to the Jury that 
Tang Lat-emul must be, directly or 
indirectly, responsible for the mur- 
der, because it was he who met the 
party when they arrived in Hong- 
cong nnd who. subsequently took 
them to. the stream.

the medical testimony. This, how- 
ever, did not follow, that because 
Chan had so truthfully described the 
order In which the blows were rain- 
ed on deceased, he necessarily was 
telling the truth when he said the 
accused were the murderers. There 
were other people there,. and they 
had not given evidence. 


Dealing with the suggestion that 
Chan was trying to save his) own 
skin. by finding a scape-goat, His 
Lordship reminded the Jury that the 
only thing which they were concerned 
was the innocence or guilt of — the 
prisoners, and not with any academic 
problem such as u guilt of Tang or 
Tau. If the Jury were satisfied 
that the prisoners in the dock were 
‘nothing but scape-foats, then they 
vhould return a verdict of not guilty. 
.The statement made by the first nc- 
cused when formally charged wor 
a clear admission that he was in the 
stream at the time, and if his evidence 
in Court that he was not there was 
to be necepted then the story of 
Leung Wan, who sald he met — the 
party in Tafpo Road, must be thrown 
overboard. It was for the Jury to 
say which story was true. 

The Jury retired for 20 minutes 
ond then returned n 5-2 verdict. As 
there must be unnnimlity, they were 
told to retire ‘again, and after ten 
minutes they found both prisoners 
not guilty.

I knew one baby who was halle 
starved for weeks simply because it was 
not strong enough to suck at a hard 
teal fn which the hole was too small.

Several such cases were examined by 
our doctor, Most of the bables hud, a 
dirty tongue, a greyish tinge of the skin 
and flabby muscles and thelr tempera:

THE VULNERABILITY of 
Great Britain in the event of 
attacks by the superior sub- 
marine and air fleets of tho 
Totalitarian Powers was discuss- 
ed in the “Evening Standard” 
to-day by the well-known mill.

Hence the conclusion must be 
drawn thot England should prepare

The problem for England, says 
Cuptain Liddell Hart, is to secure 
herself against the possibility of a 
knock-out blow, and swift mensures 
Imust be taken to reduce her 
‘vulnerability to the minimum. 


It was indispensable that her

‘wuarded, and in this connection he 
istressed the, importance of Spain for 
British sea power,—Trans-Ocean.
